Therefore, the only way 
to bring money into existence is to take 
charge of the government and by law 
open the mints to permit tho coinage of 
now money for the paoplo to do business 
with." 


A CRISIS IN TURKEY. 


It is Thought the Sultan May Be Deposed 


l>y the Powers. 


Constantinople, Sept. 12.—(Copyright- 


ed by Associated Press.)—Tho greatest 
anxiety is felt in all circles. There is no 
doubt a crisis of extreme gravity has been 
reached and the powers arc discussing tho 
deposition of the sultan as tho only means 
of restoring quiet in the Turkish empire. 
The British lleet is within easy striking 
distance. Should an emergency arise it 
Ss believed great Britain will not hesi- 
tate to act alone if the other powers delay 
'too long. It is developed that the ex- 
traordinary tribunal which has been try- 
ing tho men accused of massacroing Ar- 
menians in this city has turned out to be 
merely a whitewashing court. The cul- 
prits thoroughly proven guilty were ac- 
quitted. 
This hue aroused great indigna- 


tion among tho foreign population and 
served greatly to increase the uneasiness

It says the powers have 
positive data, which note gives in seven 
specific causes, that the band which re- 
cently massacred the Armenians was not 
iin accidental gathering of fanatics but 
an organization known to or directed by 
authority. 
Tho note calls for the vigor- 


ous punishment of the guilty parties. 
Replying to this Turkey attempts to re- 
fute the charges practically denying the 
ocular testimony of the representatives of 
the powers and is regarded as tantamount 
to a defiance of Europe. As usual the 
porte is relying on the jealousies among 
tho powers to save the sultan once more. 
Sews from Armenia shows a very seri- 
ous conditions and that further massa- 
cres aro anticipated. Representatives of 
the powers met again today nnd discussed 
the situation. It is not known that they 
came to any decision. The British fleet 
which has been strongly re-enforced is 


satisfied with the nomination oE Falmcr 
and Buckner, and believed they represen- 
ted the views of the sound monev wing of 
the Democratic party.

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 


TlteJ'renIdemof the Missouri A. P. A. 


Found Unconscious Covered wltli 


Wounds. 


' Kansas City, Sept. 12.—A. .T. Dear"- 
born, state president of the A. P. A., 
was found lying in tho street near his 
home at 5 o'clock this morning, uncon- 
scious from wounds. He was badly bat- 
tered about the head and stabbed. His 
asEallant and the cause of the assault le 
unknown. 


At 0 o'clock Dearborn regained con- 


sciousness, and said he was assaultel at 
11 o'clock by a roan who jumped out from 
an alley, struck him with a blunt instru- 
ment, and stabbed him three times and 
believing him dead threw him over tho 
fence into the yard where he was found 
six hours later. Having said this much 
he relapsed into unconsciousness. 
The 


blow on his head'may cause concussion 
of the brain and death. Tbo police be- 
lieve the attack was instigated by some 
one opposed to the A. P. A.

This, in my judgment, is a far more 


serious matter than the money question 
now before the people, grave as they all 
are. 
Our form of government may sur- 


vive a wrong decision of those questions, 
and the people may endure for 11 time the 
evils which result from fulse systems of 
finance and taxation, but if the President 
has deliberately disregarded tlio instru- 
ment upon which the Union is founded 
by supplanting the authority ot a. sover- 
eign stata by armed force, a precedent 
has been mado which threatens our form 
of government, whilo, if a candidate for 
President properly pledges himself in ad- 
vance, as Mr. Bryan has done, to do noth- 
ing to protect the property, maintain tho 
authority, nnd enforce tho laws of the 
United States, unless and until tho of- 
licers of another government request or 
consent, then wo really have no Federal 
government, for a government which is 
not entirely free to use force to protect 
anil maintain its own proper function is 
no government at all. 


"But by tho express terms of tho Con- 


stitution a state has nothing to do with 
the maintenance ot tho authority or the' 
execution of the lawa of tho United States 
within the territory of the state. Tho 
prevention and punishment of offenses 
connected with the mails, with inter-state 
commerce, and with tho administration 
of justice in the Federal courts are com- 
mittee to tho General Government and to 
it alone. 
Such offenses in no wise me- 


nace the goverment of the state in which 
they are committed. 


"It was under the power conferred by 


the act of Congress that the late rebellion 
was suppressed. Mr. Bryan's doctrine 
that this law is unconstitutional is more 
dangerous than that of secession; tie lat- 
ter at least left the government 
some 


power and authority In the territory of 
the states which should choose to remain.

When Hughgill came to ho«pjade it 
known by pounding upon the coffin, and 
during his struggles dislocated his knee- 
pan.

When ho was brought to be lapsed into 


a dtath like stupor, which the physicians 
almost mistook for death. 
He was rob- 


bed with whisky and alcohol and revived. 
Hughgill says he will never do it again. 
When he awoke, he imagined he bad been 
buried alive, and this almost oraz ed him. 


Boston, Sept. 13.—The following sign- 


ed statement from Chairmaun Manley on 
the Maine campaign was given out last 
evening. 


Tho campaign in Maine, which closes 


this week, has been the most important 
and the most vigorously fought campaign 
since I860. It is well to keep in mind 
what has occurred in Maine in tho way of

In 1850 the Republican party In tho 


September election received a majority of 
17,880; ill 18(H its majority was 1(1,180; 
in 18CS it was 19,31(1. 
Those were war 


majorities. 
In 1873, at the September 


election, the Republican majority was 
18,545; in 1876 it was 15,444; in 1880 the 
stato went against tho Republican party 
by a majority of 186. In 1884, under the 
stimulus of tho great leadership of James 
O. Bliine, tho Republican party reached 
high water mark, and gave a majority of. 
1»,815. In 1888 its majority was 18,058. 
Ir. 1883 its majority was 12,603. Thus 
it will be seen that we have never In any 
presidential year at tho September elec- 
tion given 30,000 majority, and if wo ex- 
ceed that majority on Monday next it 
will bo an unprecedented victory. 


It is true that two years ago the Repub- 


lican majority was 38,000, but in that 
ejection tho Democratic party made no 
canvass, made no campaign and only 50 
per cent of its vote was cast. 
It is n cam- 


paign which in many respects will be- 
come a memorable one in this etute. The 
Democratic party bus been thoroughly or- 
ganized. Immediately after the second 
Democratic convention, which placed in 
nomination Mr. Frank, tho Democratic. 
stato committee completed its organiza- 
tion, and wont to work in a thorough 
und systematic manner. They have made 
a canvass in every county in tho state, 
and they have had a corps of speakers, 
having Imd soino 700 speeches delivered. 
They have sent out tholr campaign liter- 
ature in groat quantities, aud they hnvo 
made every effort that was possible to 
make. Whatever tho result on election, 
it will not bo a result obtained by default 
of action of tho Democratic stato commit- 


tee. Tho Republicans have never.conccaled 
tbo fact that they were making the most 
earnest and systematic nnd thorough or- 
ganization and that was in their power. 
They have fought tills contest from the 
first to tho last upon tho theory that It 
needed every Republican vote—that ono 
vote might decide t*ie contest. They have 
placed all tho speakers they could com- 
mand upon tho stump.

Chicago Tribune: Mr. Bryan asserts 


that free coinage will, make silver wort! 
129 cents an ounce— 


By applying to sliver the same law tha 


vou apply to wheat and corn and oats. 
If any person in your community woulc 
stand ready to take all the wheat brought 
to bis office at a dollar u bushel nobody in 
this community would sell his wheat for 
less than a dollar a bushel. 


If the government were to pay 129 cents 


in gold or in commodities for every onnce 
of silver tendered it the price would not 
fall below that figure as Song as the gov 
ernmenc was able to pay for all that was 
offered it. 


But there would be no buying of silver 


under a free coinage law. Tbe govern 
ment would simplyput its stamp on some 
silver and then band it back to tbe own 
er. That transaction will add nothing to 
tbe value of the silver. 


If the.government offers to pay 50 cents 


for every half boshel of wheat delivered to 
it tba price of wheat will advance and 
will remain at tbe higher figure as long 
as tbo government has the money to buy 
it with. Bon !f the proposition was to 
receive every half bushel, do it tip in a 
neat package, mark it "sixty pounds of 
wheat, "and hand it back to its owner 
•who bat a Popocrnt would contend tba 
that package would bring the pile* cf a 
bushel of wheat? 


From 1878 to 1893 the government did 


buy silver as private individuals buy 
wheat and corn and oats. It paid the 
market price for what it bought, as they 
dn. In spite of the heavy purchases made

be worth in commercial value only 53-100 ae much as a gold dollar, or '

The silver dollars in circulation to-day, althojgh containing only six- 
teen times as much silver in weight as the amount of gold in a gold dol- 
lar, are accepted in business transactions, as a dollar, because the Govern- 
ment has itself paid tuem out for one dollar, and is therefore morally and 
legally bound to maintain them ae such. If, however, the Government ^ 
. should merely manufacture the dollars, and return them to the men whose , 
* bullion it has coined, the dollars would be paid out by these men, and no- • 
* body would have any way of finding the persons who originally paid them ' 


out, and compelling them tn maintain their coins as equal to the gold dol- 
lar. 
The Government would not be responsible for them. 
There would be, therefore, only one way of getting people to accept 
s'ich silver dollars in business transactions, and that would be to make 
them by law a I-gal tender for one dollar, whether they were worth it 
or not. 
That ia a part of the plan of the Populist-Democrats. They propose 


that the Government shall not only manufacture the silver dollars freely 
for everybody presenting silver, but shall make them a full legal tender 
for one dollar whether they are worth a dollar or not, and thus compel 
people to take them. 
Every effort to maintain the circulation of silver and gold coins of the 


same name but of unequal v lue, in the manner proposed by the advocates 
of unlimited coinage, has for centuries resulted in the disappearance of 
the coins containing the greater value in metal. Jf we are to judge by our 
owo experience and that of other cations, an attempt to coin silver dollars 
having less value in metal than the gold dollar has, would cause the gold 
to disappear, and would leave to the United States a currency composed 
exclusively of silver or He representative. 


In the next bulletin we will examine the condition of the countries 


having such an exclusive silver currency as compared with those having a 
gold standard currency.

cnows, was Miss Endicott, of Salem— 
j£ the Endicotts, of course. 


Everybody in America is always glad 
o see Mr. Chamberlain, says the New 
fork Herald. His marriag-e to Miss 
Endicott caught the popular favor im- 
mensely, although he is not a nobleman 
or broken down, or even, the son of a 
Droken-down nobleman. He was a 
middle-aged widower when he married 
and the son of & very middle-class pro- 
vincial family. He had been "in trade" 
limself—fancy! All the aristocracy in 
:his case was on the Amerfcan bride's 
side. 


You wouldn't think it to see him, or 


f you can't see him, to see his pictures, 
but Mr. Chamberlain is 60 years old. 
He was born in London in 1836, and 
lis father was a city man, actually a 


ember <of a city company. 
Joseph—he is sometimes called "Joey" 
J- political enemies—had good school- 


ing, but ie is not a university man. He 
vent into a firm of wood screw makers, 
Nettlefold & Chamberlain, when he waa 


young man, but 22 years ago he retired 


from business and wont into politics, 


At this time all his reputation was 


founded on the radical ideas he had 
expressed with great fluency at debat- 
ing1 societies in Birmingham. He wa» 
B, dreadful radical in those days. 


Once in politics, he made swift prog- 


ress with the Birmingham "rads." ~He 
was alderman one term, and mayor of 
the borough three, and then he ran 
for parliament (in 1874), and was most 
beautifully beaten in a three-cornered 
fight. But two years later he had bet 
ter luck. 


Since then "Joey" has been pretty 


constantly in the public eye. He has 
advocated all sorts of reforms in the 
house of commons, generally without 
success, but always with daring- if not 
address. On the formation of Mr. Glad- 
stone's cabinet, in 1880, he was nomi- 
nated president of the board of trade.

As such he prepared and passed the 
bankruptcy act, which is still in force 
in England, and vainly attempted other 
measures. 


During this administration Mr. Ctfam- 


berlain was still an advanced radical, 
but after the formation of Mr. Glad- 
stone's cabinet of 1880 he found him- 
self unable to agree with the Grand Old 
Man, 
and resigned his billet as presi- 


dent of the local government board. 
Then he turned unionist, and ever since 
he has been the storm center of a cy- 
clone of political criticism. 


But he has held his own. As the bit- 


terest opponent of all his. old political 
friends he has been as successful as 
when he was their ally. His doctrine 
is that unionism, in order to remain a 
power in politics, should abandon its 
merely negative policy and do some- 
thing, and some time, maj-be, it will. 


Mr. Chamberlain came to the Unitec 


States in 1887 as chairman of the fisher- 
ies commission. He came back in 1888 
to sign the treaty and marry Miss Endi- 
cott, whom he had met during his firm 
visit. The wedding was on November 
15.

The fact is 
iiat Miss Simpkins had taken a chair 
in a dermatologist's office. 


The dermatologist is primarily a 


beauty doctor, and hib tradf lies largely 
with society people who ask for the re- 
moval of the petty troubles that vanity 
abhors. The^little electric needles that 
mean death to moles and warts and to 
that terror of terrors, the woman's 
mustache, together with the knife for 
removing wrinkles, are his constant 
companions. 


Serious surgical operations, sucE as 


cutting a, piece of cartilage out of a nose 
or leg, are not often performed for van- 
ity's sake. If so, the natural organ is 
abnormally ugly. Many people have 
had their noses broken, while with 
others the cartilage may have been de- 
stroyed by disease. Men ar.d women of 
the stage are sometimes forced to un- 
dergo an operation for almost trivial de- 
fects. 


That the dermatologist's services are 


required for still other purposes is il- 
lustrated by a story recently told of a 
Chicago detective. 


The- detective was standing with his 


partner at a busy street corner, when 
a suspicion-looking character sauntered 
%-"I'll be hanged if that a'n't 'Honey 
Dick,'" said ftie first detective. "Lool> 
at that walk of his." 


"Honey Dick" \\as a notorious bur- 


glar, badly wanted by the Chicago po- 
lice. 


When the suspect came nearer, the 


detectives changed their minds. "Honey 
Dick" had red hair, an Irish pug noso 
and lips an thick as a. negro's, while 


and the public are little aware afTta 
scope. 


I waa in the office of a dermatologist 
i few days ago and witnessed several 
cases, 


One was that of a young man whose 


face had been completely disfigured by 
a kick from a horse. The patient's nose 
had caved in and his cheek was badly 
lacerated. 


"We shall cut that nose open and flap 


the skin and flesh to the side," said the 
doctor. "Beniove all the cartilage not 
thoroughly sound and replace it with 
live tissue from an animal. In a short 
time, the new cartilage grows into 
place, just as a twig is introduced on 
a rosebush or a live tooth is grown in 
a strange jaw. The nose will require 
attention for some time, for the cartil- 
age may have a tendency to grow in- 
wardly, in, which case the opening for 
breathing must be kept free by repeated 
drilling. 
"Pug noses are easily remedied. • The 
cartilage which is originally bent up- 
ward is slightly indented by a cross- 
cut. This causes it to drop so as to 
make a straight nose. It is held in a vise 
until it has imbedded itself firmly in its 
new position. 


"New and renovated organs may be 


shaped as the pati ent orders. Mpny peo- 
ple bring photographs of themselves 
as they appeared before aa accident, 
which we are asked to copy. Forothers, 
who want merely to be beautified, we 
have sample casts of noses from which 
they may pick their choice. 


"Operations upon ears are not diffi- 


cult. 
Yon have seen these unsightly 


outstanding ears? They are set back 
by cutting away a tiny piece of cartilage 
behind the ear. Largo lobes and lobes 
lacerated by violent tearing of car- 
rings are easily corrected by cutting 
away a small wedge of flesh and sewing 
up the wound. 


"Bow legs are sometimes straight- 


ened, but the patient is confined in bed 
for fully six weeks. A part of the bone 
is sawed out. 


"Thick lips are reduced to nomin! 


size by a similar process of cutting 
away the too generous supply of tis 
sue. By slightly slitting the ends of 
the lips at their line of contact and 
(sewing them up until the two parts have 
grown together, the mouth may be re- 
duced to any size desired. The double 
thin, which gives some people such an 
air of fierceness, may be entirely cut 
away. 


"We get hundreds of society women

All the soap and s.alvc 
in the world will drive few complexion 
blemishes away.

site. Experts that they were, the 
elewths saw at a glance that his hah 
could not be dyed nor his nose of plastei 
of paris. They allowed him to pass un- 
molested.

It developed that he actually 
was "Honey Dick." He ha«i been treat- 
ed by a skilled dermatologist. 


Men who can do work of tbe kind re- 


quired in cases like that of Miss Simp- 
kins and "Honey Dick" are very rare. 
There are, of course, hosts of quacks- 
beauty dootora ot every description, but 
skilled dermatologists are considered 
specialists of a high order. Their fees 
are fully as high as those of an eye or 
ear doctor of great reputation. 
For 


simple operations hundreds of dollars 
are charged, while the reconstruction of 
one's anatomy is so expensive that only 
b few wealthy people can afford it _ 


Tbe reason for this Is that derma- 


tology is as yei a comparatively new 
science. It has not been folly explored. 


DERMATOLOGICAL OPERATIONS. 


'are destroyed by the application of an 
^electric needle, vibirh deadens the skin 
around the ex-cresence anil causes it 
to drop oft. Skin indented by smallpox 
or otherwise disfig-u red may be cutaway. 
Small pieces of epidermis from other 
parts of the body are laid over the 
w ound, and in a short time the patient 
'is covered with a clear, smooth and 
healthy hide. 


"All 
the searing in the world does 


not prevent hair from growing anew, 
for the follicle from which it takes 
root is not destroyed. The dermatolo- 
gist dips his needle, charged with elec- 
tricity, into and below the root. This 
deadens the follicle so that hair and all 
are easily and permanently abstract- 
ed. 


"We have not been successful in plant- 


ing individual hair, but baldness may 
be remedied after a fashion by trans- 
planting skin with live hair growing on 
it. 


"A source of much discomfort to BO 


tiety belles is the wrinkle. It is the 
surest precursor of fading beauty. 
Wealthy women will spend fortunes to 
keep it away. 


"Well, I take it that an ounce of pre- 


ventive is worth a pound of cure. No 
woman of 30 has any business to be' 
wrinkled. Abstain from work and do 
Bot get angry; in other words, don't 
frown, and your wrinkle will stay 
away five or ten years longer. When 
once it is there, it may be partly 
rem- 


edied by free applications of oil—non- 
odorous sweet oil perhaps. This sup- 
plies the skin with fatty matter, the 
absence of which is the primary cause 
of wrinkles. A badly wrinkled fore- 
head may be made as smooth as the 
fairest maiden's by tightening the skin.

The Touareirs, Who Made Way 


with the Marquis De Mores. 


Principal 
Occupation la Bob* 


b»iy, Yet They Are S»ld to 


Be Hospitable and Kind to 


Tbfllr 'Friend*. 


The Touorges inhabit thetehole of the 


central Sahara, south of the Ghat moan- 
tains. According' to the testimony of 
explorers, they are the most warlike 
tribe in, all Africa, and are feared alike 
by their kindred Hamites, by the Arebe 
and by the negroes. 


The Tcmaregs constitute not merely 


a tribe, but a great nation, divided ioto 
two sections, each with a sultan, and 
subordinate chiefs. It is 'impossible to 
form any estimate of their numbers. 
They are a white-ekinned race, and are 
believed to hare xJcecended from, a. 
branch, of the' Hametic family. Their 
language is a mixture of diirlecta spoken 
by inhabitants of Tell and of the Libyan 
desert, and is characterized by a certain 
harshness, which has led Europeans to 
call it the "German of the plains."- The 
Touaregs' principal occupation is rob- 
bery. Fidelity and hospitality are dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of these peo- 
ple, and those who have been committed 
to them for protection are generally de- 
fended to the death. Tills makes it all 
the more remarkable that they should 
have turned traitor to De Mores. The 
physical appearance of the Touaregs is 
most remarkable. They are toll men, 
but generally slender and nimble. Their 
arms are unusually long, and their faces 
present a most ferocious appearance, 
greatly enhanced by self-inflicted scars 
of fantastic design, on both cheeks a.nd 
forehead. The custom is also peculiar 
and distinctive, differing entirely from 
the dress worn by Arabs. It somewhat 
resembles the costume of the Chinese, 
and consists of wide pantaloons, falling 
a few inches below the knee, and a num- 
ber of loose blouses with wide sleeves. 
These are made of cotton cloth, called 
saie, which is brought from the Soudan, 
and is generally of different shades of 
blue, sometimes striped. Wkether 
town or tent, it is the custom of the 
Touaregs to wear at least two of these 
garments, the outermost of which is 
ornamented with rich embroidery in 
gold, forming irregular designs, ant! 
particularly heavy on the left breast 
and right shoulderblade. 


The Touareg woman is a most charm- 


ing person. She is usually as fair as an 
American, and is said to be pretty, 
coquettish and saucy. Blue eyes are 
said to predominate among them, al- 
though blonde hair isararity. TheEug- 
lish traveler, Andury, saw many blue 
eyes among the females, but no blonde 
heads. The females dress very simply, 
their costume consisting of a chemise, 
a short skirt and a blouse-like waist, 
with no sleeves. The waist is quite fre- 
quently richly embroidered, but only 
the wives and daughters of chieftains 
are allowed to decorate their skirt or 
wear slippers. ' Stockings are unknown 
to these females. The female Tonaregs 
are very proud of ornaments, and wear 
anklets, bracelets, etc., of painted wood, 
if they cannot afford the precious 
metals, and around their necks are hung 
talismans and ornaments of various 
kinds. They go unveiled and seem per- 
fectly at liberty, for the Touareg is not 
consumed with that conjugal jealousy 
which marks the Mussulman of 
the 


east. No man is allowed to have more 
than one wife, save the chieftain or 
sultan. 
A chieftain may have throe, 


but ifo limit is placed on the size of the 
sultan's harem. The women are usu 
ally slender in build, and, unlike other 
oriental women, retain their beauty 
well on into their declining years. 


The Touaregs alone of all the tirbes 


of Africa have on indigenous alphabet, 
and most of them can read and write 
their own characters, not on paper or 
parchment, but on the dark rocks in 
which their country abounds. They are 
one point ahead of bath Moors and 
Arabs in civilization in that spoons are 
In general use among them. They nre 
mode of wood, and ore very neat. Thoir 
jjovernment is a kind of oligarchy. Ihe 
sultans at Timbuctoo and Agadis exer- 
cise a general sway over their respective 
people, but the most power is vested in 
the subordinate chiefs.—Philadelphia 
Telegraph. 


Pretty Bit of linen. 


A large linen center piece that could 


well be used for a small tea cloth ia 
worked with a design unusually taste- 
ful and pretty The border of the cloth 
consists of butterflies stamped on the 
cloth, so that the spread wings form the 
outer edge of the cloth, one just touch- 
ing the next, filling out the circle. The 
edges of the wings which form a series 
of leaf-like scallops are worked in but- 
ton-hole stitch. The thorax and ab- 
domen are done in solid work and the 
antennae in long single stitches. The 
wings are veined in an outline stitch. 
The same stitch is used for working the 
top of the wings next the heads of the 
butterflies. Between the veins the flies 
are marked with splashes of color done 
in a solid embroidery. This design, 
which one clever with her pencil could 
mark for herself, is beautiful worked in 
gold and white, in shades of Delft blue, 
or In blue, brown and gold. If one 
withes to do an elaborate piece of work, 
a second wreath of leaves and blossoms 
may be worked around the center, so 
that it would come just outside a good- 
sized rosebud.—St. Louis Republic. .
